REBELS PREPARE 
~MASSED ATTACK 
UN SANTANDER 


Franco Links Six Columns 
Into Single Line and Pre- 
dicts City Will Be Cap- 
tured This Week. 


DEFENDERS STILL 
RESIST STUBBORNLY 


Thousands of Refugees Cut 
Off From Regular Water 
Supply — Planes Bomb 
Towns.

HENDAYE, French-Spanish Bor- 
der, Aug. 24.—Insurgent General- 


issimo Franco linked six columns 
into a single line today for a con- 
centrated attack on Santander and 
announced the besieged city was 
thronged with tens of thousands of 
thirsty refugees. Santander has 
been without a regular water sup- 
ply since the insurgent troops cap- 
tured the Arrila waterworks last 
Friday. 

Franco’s headauarters announced 


that continued insurgent advances 
made it apparent that fighting in 
Santander Province is_ virtually 
ended. The announcement predicted 


that the insurgents, at their pres- | 


ent rate of advance, would capture 


week. 

Government repo ts, admitting in 
part the insurgent claims, reported 
fierce infantry attacks supported 
by fleets of tanks and large masses 
of artillery and aviation on the 
tightening semi-circle centered on 
the Spanish Government’s last im- 
portant Biscayan seaport. 

Los Corriales, southwest of the 
beleaguered, city, was heavily 
shelled by Franco’s Palencia road 
column, the Government communi- 
que said, 

Franco was driving that spear- 
head toward Torrelavega, seven 
miles north of Los Corriales, in an 
effort quickly to isolate Santander 
from Gijon, a considerably less im- 
portant Government stronghold on 
the Bay of Biscay about 90 miles 
to the west. Government troops, 
the Madrid communique asserted, 
were resisting stiffly. 

Basques Dig in at Torrelavega. 


Torrelavega, heavily fortified by 
the Government army of Basques, 
Asturians and Santander militia- 
men, lies only 11 miles from San- 
tander. The rebels insisted they 
were but three miles from Torre- 
lavega. 

The insurgent communique listed 
many villages occupied in the wake 
of retreating defense troops and 
outlined yesterday’s operations in 
other sectors as follows: 

Italian “black arrow” brigade de- 
tachments occupied Castro-Urdiales, 
about 30 miles east of Santander, 
without firing a shot. The coastal 
town was intact except for some 
docks and iron mines that had been 
dynamited. 

Navarre battalions launched new 
operations in the zone between 
the Burgos-Santander and the Vil- 
lacarriedo-Santandra roads, paral- 
leling the drive along the Palencia 
road, further west. 

A “pocket” of Government militia- 
men north of the Mena Valley, 
near Valmaseda, about 35 miles 
southeast of Santander, was being 
“cleaned out.” 

Another Navarrese column 
worked forward between the black 
arrow detachments on the coast 
at Castro-Urdiales and the Castil- 
lian units in the Mena Valley. 

Castro-Urdiales Taken. 

Scarcely a shot was fired along 
the entire route as the black arrow 
division troops marched five miles 
along two coastal roads to Castro- 
Urdiales, occuping the heights and 
city of 12,000 from where the San- 
tander defenders had fled. 

From the front around Val- 
maseda, four brigades marched an- 
other five miles through sunlit, 
pine-clad mountains, never making 
contact with the Santander army, 
reported to have fallen back to 
mountain railroad tunnels only 10 
miles outside the important junc- 
tion city of Ramales. 

Prisoners marching into insurg- 
ent lines in groups of 20 to 30 said 
all artillery had been withdrawn 
toward Santander and that defend- 
ing troops were expected to con- 
centrate there. 

On the south front, 20,000 foreign 
legionnaires smashed northward 
through fortifications and _ three 
columns pushed closer to Santand- 
er. The legionnaires massed in the 
valley of the River Pas, along 
the main road from Burgos to San- 
tander, and went through the last 
of Santander’s natural defenses, a 
mountain range just south of Var- 
gas which is only about eight miles 
from Torrelavega, where a junction 
is scheduled with the main Spanish 
column of 30,000 moving up the 
Reinosa road to Torrelavega. From

Judge Sevier Says It Re- 
strains Acceptance of Of- 
fer From St. Louis Syn- 
dicate. 


NOT YET SERVED 
ON FINAL BOARD 


Latest Bidders Accept De- 
ferred Delivery but Insist 
State Cancel Sale to Kan- 
sas City Firm.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 24.— 


Circuit Judge Nike Sevier said 
today he had issued a temporary 
order Saturday restraining the 
State Board of Fund Commission- 


ers from accepting any new bid 
on the $3,000,000 in bonds sold pri- 
vately last month to Baum, Bern- 
heimer & Co. of Kansas City. 

His order, Judge Sevier said, also 
restrained the State Auditor from 
registering the bonds, for which a 
syndicate of St. Louis banks and 
bond firms has offered a premium 
of $150,500 ,or $50,500 more than 
the State agreed to take from the 
Kansas City firm. 

The St. Louis syndicate agreed 
today to wait until Sept. 10 for de- 
of the bonds, but declined 
to waive the requirement in their 
offer that the State obtain surren- 
der and cancellation of the previous 
contract for private sale. 

In issuing the restraining order, 
Judge Sevier directed that a hear- 
ing be held Sept. 4 to show cause 
why it should not be made perma- 
nent. 

Order Not Served. 

No member of the Board of 
Fund Commissioners has yet been 
served with a copy of Judge Se- 
vier’s order or notice of the suit 
under which the order was made. 
Nor has anyone seen the ptittion, 
filed Saturday by Baum, Bernhei- 
mer & Co. It was withdrawn from 
the files immediately by the attor- 
ney who filed it. 

When the St. Louis bid of $3,150,- 
500 was submitted Saturday, it was 
made subject to delivery of the 
bonds by Sept. 1, and cancellation 
of the previous contract. Gov. Stark 
and the Board of Fund Commis- 
sioners asked the St. Louisans to 
eliminate those features of their 
proposal. 

The counterproposal submitted to- 
day was taken under advisement by 
the Fund Commissioners, in the 
absence of Gov. Stark, who is in 
Sedalia at the State Fair. State 
Auditor Forrest Smith, who ar- 
ranged the private sale last month, 
presided at the meeting today and 
said no decision would be made 
until the Governor returned to the 
Capitol. 

Meeting Thursday. 

Another meeting of the Fund 
Commissioners will be held Thurs- 
day morning at 11 o'clock. Gov. 
Stark is expected to be present 
then, and Smith said a final deci- 
sion probably would be reached at 
the meeting Thursday. In their 
counterproposal today the St. 
Louis bidders said their offer was 
subject to acceptance or rejection 
by Friday noon, although they were 
willing to wait until Sept. 10 for 
the bonds. 

The counterproposal was sub- 
mitted, as was the original bid of 
the St. Louisans, by I. A. Long, 
head of the bond department of the 
Mercantile-Commerce Bank and 
Trust Co, and chairman of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley group of the Invest- 
ment Bankers’ Association. 


On Advice of Counsel. 

Long said the St. Louis bidders 
declined to eliminate from their 
proposal the requirement that the 
previous contract, with Baum, Bern- 
heimer & Co., Kansas City bond 
firm, be surrendered and canceled. 
This decision was made, he said, 
on advice of counsel that such a 
requirement was necessary for the 
legal protection of the St. Louis 
bidders. 

The St. Louis bidders, Long said, 
were “anxious” to buy the bonds, 
and wanted to eliminate any tech- 
nicalities which might stand in the 
way, but could not waive the pro- 
vision in their proposal for cancel- 
ation of the previous contract. 

Baum, Bernheimer & Co. has 
threatened to “litigate to the high- 
est courts” if the State does not go 
through with the private sale con- 
tract under which the Kansas City 
firm, through resale of the bonds to 
a syndicate headed by Halsey, Stuart 
& Co. of Chicago, stands to gain a 
middleman’s profit of $52,200. 

One minor change in the wording 
of the St. Louis offer for the bonds 
was made. Long, and members of 
the Fund Board, said it was with- 
out consequence. It eliminated re- 
quirement that the Fund Board, in 
addition +o providing certain 
transcripts and othcr documents,

SEG DROPS INQUIRY 
INTO EQUITY TRUST 


Clears Way for David M. Mil- 
ton Concern to Issue 
10,000,000 Shares. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24. — The 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion cleared the way last night for 
the Equity Corporation to issue 10,- 
000,000 shares of 10-cent par value 
common stock and 350,000 shares of 
$1 par preferred stock. 

Equity, which has offices in New 


York, is one of the country’s larg- 
est investment trusts. It is headed 
by David M. Milton, son-in-law of 
John D. Rockefeller Jr, 

The commission had investigated 
to determine whether a registra- 
tion statement by Equity contained 
untrue statements of material facts 
or omitted material facts. In a for- 
mal ruling it said that amendments 
to the statement appeared to sup- 
ply all pertinent data concerning 
matters which were omitted in the 
origina] statement. 

Upon this finding, the commis- 
sion dismissed its inquiry. 

Commissioner Robert Healy 
wrote a concurring opinion, com- 
menting on what he termed a “be- 
wildering maze of corporations” 
participating in various transac 
tions with Equity. 

He said dealings between certain 
companies took a “labyrinthie 
course.” He described the corpora- 
tions as “artificial beings,” which 
have been “called into existence by 
those who moved them about and 
controlled them more completely 
than ever a master ordered the 
lives and acts of human slaves.” 

“The most remarkable aspect of 
it all,” Healy continued, “is that 
through our legislatures’ ‘liberal- 
izing’ of corporation laws and 
changing by, statute the common 
law rules against inter-corporate 
holdings, it is we ourselves who 
have made it possible to create 
such corporations.” 


AIRMAIL TO EUROPE RATE 25C 


Inauguration of Service Expected 
to Begin in November. 
By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—Air- 
mail to Europe, perhaps to be in- 
augurated this fall, probably will 
cost 25 cents a letter, postal offi- 
cials said today. MHarllee Branch, 
Second Assistant Postmaster-Gen- 
eral, said Congress’ failure to au- 
thorize a poundage rate would make 
the cost greater than the 20 cents 
the department had planned. 
Two airmail bills were awaiting 
action when Congress adjourned. 
One was to extend the domestic air- 
mail system by 3000 miles; the 
other to authorize payment of a 
flat poundage rate for trans-At- 
lantic airmail in lieu of a more 
costly contract rate. British Im- 
perial Airways and Pan-American 
Airlines already are completing test 
flights over routes they hope to in- 
augurate by November, 


14 MORE PEASANTS KILLED 
IN FIGHTS WITH POLISH POLICE 


Forty-Seven Have Died in Clashes 
Since Strike Over Banishment 
of Leader Began. 

By the Associated Press. 

WARSAW, Aug. 24. —. Fourteen 
peasants were kilied in political dem: 
onstrations and clashes with 
lice yesterday—10 at Kasinka, near 
Bochnia, three at Rembow and one 
at Dubienko. 

Authorities arrested 50 peasant 
party leaders, although the party 
had appealed to peasants to re- 
frain from needless violence. 

Forty-seven have died in fight- 
ing since peasants began a strike 
on Aug. 16 in protest against con- 
tinued banishment of the peasant 
party leader, Vincent Witos. 

Increasing bitterness the last few 
days led police to evacuate 3000 in- 
habitants from the Galician village, 
Charta, where large quantities of 
arms and ammunition were found 
cached in houses. Ten thousand 
peasants, driven from villages in 
the region, are camping in for- 
ests and fields near Glazowa.

Kansas City Council Adopts Meas- 
ure for Three Months, 
By the Associated Press. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 24.— 
Kansas City’s municipal employes, 
numbering 3500, will be on half pay 
during September, October and No- 
vember.

Council last night. The plan has 
been followed here in previous 
years as a means of budget-balanc- 
ing.

NURSE TELLS OF SCENE 
AT SHELL-TORN STORE 


Volunteer, Aided by Chinese 
Boy Scout, Pulls Two Babies 
From Shanghai Wreckage,

SHANGHAI, Aug. 24.—Miss Vir- 
ginia Sacoulis, 18 years old, Greek 
nurse assigned to the maternity 
ward in Lester Hospital, told yes- 
terday of her work among those 
injured when a shell wrecked the 
Sincere and Wing On department 


stores. 


Miss Sacoulis was on a shopping 
trip when the explosion occurred. 
A few minutes later she saw am- 


bulances driving out of the munic- 
ipal fire station, across the street 
from where she stood. She hurried 
over and, approaching the nearest 
uniformed ambulance officer, point- 
ed to her white nurse’s coif and 
said: “I am a nurse. Let me help.” 

The man to whom she spoke was 
Joseph J. Evans, a Briton, who is 
head of his own firm of manufac- 
turers’ and publishers’ agencies, and 
who has been driving an ambulance 
since the beginning of hostilities 
here. Evans halted one ambulance 
long enough to assist the girl to 
a seat beside the driver. 

“It was a terrible sight in the 
street when I got there,” she said. 
“Bodies were scattered and torn 
and bleeding in the car tracks, the 
gutters and the sidewalks on both 
sides of the road. I remember no- 
ticing several wounded on the side- 
walk just under the heavy iron and 
glass marquee, which threatened to 


fall momentarily. 


“I went to these first, examining 
one body after the other to learn

stretcher bearers to shift the liv- 
ing temporarily into the road until 
the ambulances came for them. It 
seemed at first that everyone I ex- 
amined was beyond help, but when 
most of these had been removed, 
I found many still living, some of 
them requiring immediate tourni- 
quets to staunch bleeding.

SHANGHAI, Aug. 24.—Japanese 
planes, naval guns and landing par~ 
ties smashed at Shanghai today in 
a big offensive against stubborn 
Chinese resistance. Vast areas of 
the city were in flames. 

Two Japanese airplane carriers 
anchored near Saddle Islands at the 
mouth of the Yangtze, catapulted 
plane-after plane into the air to 
bomb Chinese machinegun position 
near Woosung. 

The battle raged down the 
Whangpoo and along the Yangtze. 
Japanese landed thousands of rein- 
forcements, led by detachment of 
the “White Band of Death.” 

The Japanese were driving in 
from the north to assault the Chin- 
ese left flank. Japanese spokesmen 
declared that troops landed in the 
Woosung area yesterday and today 
had advanced at different points 


from one to two miles. 

The battle developed into the 
most terrible fighting of the war 
when the Japanese units began 
pouring ashore from the transports, 

Flames Sweeping Pootung. 

Before dawn great flames began 
sweeping Pootung, just across the 
Whangpoo from Shanghai’s bund, 
Seemingly, the Chinese were trying 
to burn the great industrial section 
to the waterfront rather than per- 
mit millions of dollars in property 
and supplies to fall into Japanese 
hands. 

Woosung, 12 miles away at the 
junction of the Whangpoo and 
Yangtze rivers, was wrecked by 
guns from the 100 Japanese war- 
ships covering the landing of the 
reinforcements. 

There was scarcely a house in 
Woosung untouched by the flames; 
the multi-million dollar Whangpoo 
docks were heavily damaged; the 
repair shops of the Shanghai-Nan- 
king railway were demolished. 

Kiaochow Beach, Shanghai's Co- 
ney Island just across the river 
from Woosung, was wrecked by 
Japanese planes. About 20 villages 
near Woosung and Kiaochow were 
burning. 

Japanese said they landed 50,000 
troops yesterday before today’s at- 
tempts were made. Chinese assert< 
ed no more than 15,000 had been 
brought ashore and that Chinese 
batteries had taken heavy toll of 
those, 


Hand-to-Hand Fight. 


The Japanese transports crept up 
to the Woosung wharves in the 
pitch darkness just before dawn, 
The Chinese positions were silent 
until the first launch was lowered, 
Then, as though at a signal, the 
blackness became an inferno of 
flame and noise. 

The small improvised armored 
launch bore 70 picked and self- 
named “Shirodasukitai,” literally 
the “White Band of Death.” The 
only color they wore was a white 
sash around their back and shoul- 
ders—the traditional guard of 
Japan’s proud Samurai who enter 
combat prepared to die. 

As the little boat touched the 
water, the wall of Chinese machine 
guns and artillery blazed at pointe 
blank range and the Japanese 
warships replied with broadsides. 

Japanese warplanes hovering in 
the darkness overhead swooped sude 
denly to within 500 feet of the Chie

TOKIO, Aug. 24—Domei, the 
Japanese news agency, reported to- 
day that Kalgan, controlling an im- 
portant communication route from 
Mongolia through the Great Wall, 
had been taken by the Japanese. 

Japanese commanders said one 
column of these troops crossed 
through the Great Wall west of 
Nankow Pass and another struck 
from the north, 

Chinese defenders have held 
most of the pass for days. Japan- 
nese claimed a “potentially deci- 
sive” victory along the whole 
front. 

The report said that at least six, 
possibly eight, Chinese divisions 
now were trapped between mechan- 
ized Japanese armies at Kalgan 
and at Nankow Pass, to the south. 

Japanese troops from Manchou- 
kuo were reported driving south- 
westward from Dolonor. 

The renegade Mongol chieftain, 
Prince Teh, was reported to have 
thrown his troops into the battle on 
the Japanese side and they were 
said to be engaged at Changpeh, 
60 miles north of Kalgan. 

Foreign military observers esti- 


mated that between six and eight 


Chinese divisions were opposing 
these combined Japanese and Mon- 
gol forces north of the Great Wall 
and defending Kalgan. 

Japanese Shelling Hills. 

The battle at Nankow Pass, 
where the Japanese have been 
balked for almost three weeks, was 
reported to have spread both to 
the east and the west. Japanese 
artillery was shelling the hills be- 
hind the ancient summer palace 
northwest of Peiping. 

There was no traffic along the 
roads to Nankow beyond a point 10 
miles north of the city. This was 
not hampering the Japanese move- 
ment in that sector, however, as a 
large base already had been estab- 
lished at Nankow City, fed by the 
Peiping-Suiyuan Railroad. 

Sixty miles to the west and about 
25 miles southwest of Peiping, 60,- 
000 Chinese and Japanese were en- 
gaged across the strategic military 
railroad. that links North China to 
Hankow; 30 miles northwest of 
there two Chinese divisions were 
advancing in a straight line from 
Kalgan on Peiping; at the Great 
Wall pass north.of Nankow two 
more Chinese divisions were hold- 
ing some 50,000 Japanese at bay. 

The curving front line roughly 
delineated the border of the some 
5000 square miles of territory taken 
from the Nanking Government by 
the Japanese since the outbreak of 
hostilities July 7. 

From Tangku the line dipped 
slightly for 40 miles to a point 10 
miles southwest of Tientsin, then 
turned northwest for 60 miles to 
circle around Peiping and end at 
Nankow Pass, Battles were being 
fought on well-developed fronts at 
three points of the circle: Tientsin, 
southwest of Peiping and Nankow. 
The two Chinese divisions advanc- 
ing on Peiping from the northwest 
had not yet been reported in con- 
tact with the Japanese. 

Chinese advance guards swept 
around both flanks of the Japa- 
nese army southwest of Peiping 
today and struck simultaneously 
in an effort to pinch off the 30,- 
000 Japanese troops immobilized 
there by torrential rains. 

A major battle with at least 250,- 
000 men engaged was developing 
along a 150-mile front. China’s 
modernized army was attacking 
from four directions to thrust the 
Japanese army out of conquered 
Northeast China.’ 

The Japanese front 30 miles 
southwest of Peiping was in dan- 
ger of being snapped off by the 
surprise Chinese strategy and grave 
apprehension was apparent in all 
the Japanese areas south and west

Japanese Hurriedly Moved. 

All Japanese troops were hur- 
riedly withdrawn from their ex- 
tended positions west of Peiping 
and concentrated on the east bank 
of the Yungting River in the Feng- 
tai and Wanpinghsien suburbs of 
Peiping and in Peiping proper. 

Japanese war planes were bomb- 
ing the entire area from Mentou- 
kow, 20 miles west of Peiping, to a 
point 40 miles to the southeast on 
the Peiping-Tientsin railway. 

From a srong advance base at 
Chochow, only 30 miles southwest 
of Peiping, the Chinese army 
thrust three divisions against the 
Japanese positions at Lianghsiang, 
five miles to the north.

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KIDNAPED CHICAGO 
BABY FOUND ALIVE 


Abductor Took Girl From Car- 
riage Amid Crowd While 
Mother Shopped.

CHICAGO, Aug. 24.—The miss- 
ing Diane Carol Lucas, three 
months old, was found alive today 
at the rear of an apartment house 
three miles from where the baby 
was kidnaped in a busy uptown 
shopping district. 

Wrapped in a white blanket, the 
baby lay on a doorstep near an al- 
ley. 

Mrs. Dorothy Lucas, 22, identi- 
fied her daughter. The baby was 
taken from a carriage yesterday in 
full view of hundreds of shoppers 
when Mrs. Lucas left it on the side- 


walk while she shopped in a gro- 
cery store in the Wilson avenue 
district. 

Police had gone to the alley after 
receiving an anonymous telephone 
call. 

Miss Mary Ellen McDonough, Po- 
lice Department switchboard op- 
erator who took the call, said the 
caller’s Wice sounded like a boy’s. 

“He said he and some friends had 
been playing ball nearby and had 
seen someone leave a baby there,” 
she said. “I tried to question him 
further about it, but he hung up 
immediately.” 

Acting Police Captain Charles Es- 
sig said a canvass would be start- 
ed in. the neighborhood where the 
child was found in an effort to find 
someone who saw the infant left 
there. 

The abductor apparently escaped 
without arousing the suspicion of 
anyone in the street crowds. Police 
were unable to find anyone who 
had seen the baby taken. Nor did 
they uncover a plausible motive. 

Mrs. Lucas waited nearly an hour 
before notifying police. She said 
she thought her husband, Herman, 
a carpet layer and repair man, had 
taken the baby as a joke during her 
10 minutes’ absence and would soon 
return. Police found the father at 
home, unaware of the abduction. 

The distraught mother collapsed 
when she realized the child was 
gone. 

Mrs. Lucas said she had received 
no threats against the infant. There 
were no notes in the carriage, 
which was covered with mosquito 
netting when the mother last saw 
the child. The netting had been 
pushed back when Mrs. Lucas re- 
turned, 

The mother came to Chicago 
from her Lafayette (Ind.) home 
four years ago. The baby was born 
May 25.

Each Flyer Carries Samurai Sword,

hara-kiri, if there is time—ratb- 
er than be captured.

Forced down, he will first destroy 
his plane and papers. If escape is 
impossible, he must commit hara- 
kiri by the approved ancient ritual, 
twisting the sword in his abdomen.

The fresh Japanese troops landed 
at Woosung immediately started a 
frontal movement around the Chi- 
nese left flank near Wentsaopang 
creek. 

Although continually harassed by 
Chinese machine guns, the Japan- 
ese reinforcements clting_ tena- 
ciously to their positions along the 
Whangpoo near the mouth of the 
creek. If their sweep is successful, 
the Japanese will have driven a 
wedge in the Chinese lines through 
which they can enter the eastern 
areas of the International Settle- 
ment and relieve the Japanese 
hemmed in there.

Today only ruins and burned 
buildings were left to be guarded 
by street-corner Japanese sentry 
posts.

The day was almost unbearably 
hot after three days of compara- 
tively cool weather. 

The Whangpoo north of the Gar- 
den Bridge was clear of Japanese 
warships at noon except for the 
cruiser Idzumo, flagship of the 
third Japanese fleet, and an uniden- 
tified destroyer. 


Warships Shell Coast. 


Through powerful glasses the sea- 
men aboard the Idzumo could be 
seen hanging out their washing, but 
nearby guns were bared and ready 
for instant action. 

Farther down the river, Japanese 
warships were bombarding the 
coast for a distance of 20 miles. 
According to American observers 
at Cough Island the Japanese ap- 
parently were attempting to put re- 
inforcements ashore at Raoshan 
but the smoke of the burning vil- 
lages obscured the Yangtze banks.

‘Chemical Engineer Succumbs to 
Pneumonia at Barnes Hospital;

INCREASE IN DELINQUENT

Negro Musicians Honor 
‘St. Louis Blues’ Composer 


William C. Handy Receives Ovation at Con- 
vention Concert—Presented With 
Achievement Award. 


William C. Handy, Negro com- 
poser, whose famous “St. Louis 
Blues” is in its twenty-fourth year 
of undiminished popularity, was the 
honored guest of the National As- 
sociation of Negro Musicians last 
night at a concert held at Wash- 
ington Tabernacle Baptist Church, 
Washington boulevard and Comp- 
ton avenue, as a part of the associ- 
ation’s six-day convention. 


The composer,:now 64 years old | 


and one of the idols of his race, was 
greeted with an ovation by the 2200 
persons present, including some 250 
St. Louis musicians who took part 
in the program. The local branch 
of the national association present- 
ed him with a plaque inscribed: 
“Achievement award to the famous 
composer, W. C. Handy.” After 
the program, he was surrounded 
by autograph seekers like a movie 
star at a Hollywood premiere. 
Origin of Compositions. 

Talking to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter after the ceremofties, Handy 
recalled the origin of his “St. Louis 
Blues,” which since it was first pub- 
lished in 1914 has sold nearly 1,500,- 
000 copies, and still brings him some 
$20,000 a year in royalties and ra- 
dio and movie rights. 

Handy explained he received the 
inspiration for all his compositions 
from inflections and chants of the 
Negro. His music, he said, “comes 
from the hearts of the race,” from 
the “idioms and tonality of the 
stevedore, the barroom pianist and 
the fireman.” 

Examples From Life. 

As an example, Handy told of 
watching a Negro woman, years 
ago, go into the back yard of her 
home to take down the family 
washing. The clothing had frozen 
stiff in a winter breeze and bil- 
lowed and flapped on the line. “As 
she walked into the yard,’ Handy 
said, “she began chanting to her- 
self, ‘Ol’ clothes look lonesome 
hangin’ on the line.’ The words 
had a tonality that I liked, and I 
went home and tried to reproduce 
them in music. I couldn’t do it on 
the piano, but I could on the violin. 
Finally I caught the strain and 
had a new song. 

“Another time I was hunting a 
group of musicians in Memphis and 
walked into a saloon where I 
thought they might be. They 
weren’t there, but sitting on a big 
beer keg at the back of the saloon 
was a Negro who played the piano 
in such places for a living. He was 
sitting there moodily, with a bottle 
of whisky beside him, and suddenly 
he said, to no one in particular, 
‘Sometimes I feel like sumpin’ 
throwed away. His words made 
par of the lyric of ‘Joe Turner 
Blues,’ and their sound made the 
tune.” 

From such material he wrote his 
“Memphis Blues,” now almost as 
well known as “St. Louis Blues,” in 
1909, when he was leading a dance 
orchestra at the old Laskin Roof 
Garden and various country clubs 
in Memphis. This was his first 
composition, and it was not im- 
mediately a success. It was writ- 
ten as an instrumental number, and 
its complicated rhythms were too 
difficult for most dance orchestras 
to handle. Besides, in that day it

Handy submitted the piece to 
every publishing house in the coun- 
try, without success, and finally 
sold it outright for less than $100 
to a New York musician. The 
buyers hired another composer to 
cut away all the complicated 
rhythm except a single theme and 
to write a lyric to the music, and 
in its new, simplified form “Mem- 
phis Blues” swept the country— 
without profit to Handy. 

Naming “St. Louis Blues.” 

By 1914, when Handy was experi- 
menting with another number he 
called “Jogo Blues,’ he was wiser 
in the ways of the publishing busi- 
ness. “Jogo Blues” was also an 
instrumental number originally. It 
sounded well when Handy’s orches- 
tra played it, but other musicians 
were slow to take it up. So, this 
time, Handy revised his work him- 
self, writing a lyric to one of its 
simpler themes. 

Russell Gardner Sr., St. Louis 
buggy manufacturer and brother of 
the late Gov. Frederick D. Gardner 
of Missouri, was a frequent visitor 
to the Memphis country’ clubs, 
where Handy’s orchestra played. 
Gardner liked “Jogo Blues” so well 
that he rewarded every rendition 
of it with a $20 tip. When Handy 
revised the number, he named ft 
“St. Louis Biues” in honor of Gard- 
rer’s city, and dedicated it to him. 

Again profiting from his earlier 
experience, Handy retained the 
copyright to the song, and could 
have lived handsomely for the rest 
of his life on the profits. Such 
copyrights remain in effect for 28 
years, and then can be renewed for 
another 28 years; so that “St. Louis 
Blues” will not become public prop- 
erty until 1970. 

“Memphis Blues” Pays, Too. 

Incidentally, the composer did 
not find “Memphis Blues” a com- 
plete loss financially despite his 
sale of the copyright. The Ameri- 
can Society of Composers, Authors 
and Publishers established the fact 
some years ago that such sale does 
not release complete rights, and for 
10 years he has been receiving roy- 
alties for radio and movie use. 

A bald, dignified man with a 
graying mustache, looking more 
like a church deacon than a jazz 
musician, Handy now conducts a 
music publishing house in New 
York, in which his two sons and 
three daughters assist him. He still 
composes, but has never again 
written qa number that achieved the 
immense popular success of “St. 
Louis Blues.” Next best know is 
“Beale Street Blues.” 

The composer himself has often 
been quoted as saying he liked 
“Memphis Blues” best of all his 
compositions. This may have been 
true originally, but now he says, 
“When a song’s made you as much 
money as ‘St. Louis Blues’ you’re 
bound to like it a lot.” 
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WOMAN'S DEATH FIRE 
HELD DUE TO ACCIDENT 


Operator of Rooming House 
Says Flames Spread as She 
Started Water Heater. 


A Coroner’s verdict of accident 
was returned today in the death of 
Mrs. Julia Stewart, who was fa- 
tally burned Thursday in a fire 
which destroyed a rooming house 
at 4249 McPherson avenue. Three 
other persons were hurt in leaping 
from the burning house and anoth- 
er lodger was slightly burned. 

Mrs. George Walton, who oper- 
ated the establishment, with her 
husband, a painter, testified today, 
relating hitherto undisclosed de- 
tails of how the fire spread as she 
sought to start the coal-burning 
water heater in the basement for 
the day. 

“I laid a fire and lit it,” she said. 
“It started burning, but smould- 
ered. I watched it a few minutes, 
then opened the door to look at it. 
I had some papers in my left hand 
and——” she indicated with a whis- 
tle the sound of the back draft, 
which shot flames out of the stove 
toward her. 

“The papers caught fire,” she 
continued. “I became excited and 
tossed them, naturally. The fire 
started burning in a wall. I start- 
ed screaming. There was a_ gar- 
den hose in the front yard. I 
dragged it in the basement, but the 
fire already had started well. Then 
some one led me out and i don’t 
know much else about the fire.” 

District Fire Chief John Brady 
explained to Deputy Coroner Joseph 
Quinn and the jury that the burn- 
ing papers thrown by Mrs. Walton, 
whose hair was singed by the blaze, 
had struck a partition which was 
coated with old newspapers used as 
wallpaper. The fire, he said, spread 
from this to the stairway, walls of 
which also were lined with news- 
papers. These were the only por- 
tions of the basement burned, he 
added. 

Brady and Detective-Sergeant 
Roy White both pointed out that 
the pipe of the water heater was 
badly clogged with soot, which 
caused the back draft forcing 
flames into the air when Mrs. Wal- 
ton opened the stove. White said 
the flue contained about two 
buckets of soot. 

Lieut. Walter Hill, Negro, of Fire 
Engine Company No. 28, who testi- 
fied Saturday that his company, 
the first at the fire, reached there 
7 to 10 minutes after the alarm was 
given, returned today to say he had 
misunderstood the question. He 
had understood it to refer to the 
next company arriving after his 
unit sounded a second alarm, he 
said. He cited records showing 
that his company gave the second 
alarm at the scene four minutes 
after the original alarm came by 
telephone. 

Mrs. Stewart, whose body was 
found in her second-floor room, was 
84 years old.

It 
also provides for assignment of men 
guests only to hotel rooms near fire 
escapes. 


Fingerprints of Youth Held in East 
St. Louis Sent to Chicago. 

Fingerprints of a 19-year-old Ne- 
gro, held in East St. Louis in a rob- 
bery investigation, were sent to 
Chicago today for comparison with 
one left on a lamp by the killer of 
Miss Anna Kuchta.

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FORD AGENTS INSPECT 
PROPOSED PLANT SITE 


Visit 380-Acre Tract in South- 
eastern St. Louis County— 
No Decision Announced. 


A 380-acre site in southeastern 
St. Louis County, which is being 
considered by the Yord Motor Co. 
as a location for a large assembly 
plant, was inspected yesterday by 
four representatives of the firm 
from Detroit, headed by Charles E. 


Sorenson, Ford production chief. 

The four departed last night 
without aunouncing the status of 
negotiations toward acquisition of 
the site. Milton N. Johnson, man- 
ager of the Ford assembly plant 
at Forest Park avenue and Sarah 
street, who accompanied the party 
on its tour, refused to comment, 
other than to say no final action 
was taken. The company repre- 
sentatives, before leaving, also mo- 
tored to Crystal City, 30 miles 
south, where is situated a large 
plant manufacturing automobile 
glass. 

The Ford party was accompanied 
on its tour by Associate Judges 
William E. Lauer and Eugene G. 
Tighe of the County Court, Gran- 
ville Hawken, a county Highway 
Department engineer, and repre- 
sentatives of the Missouri Pacific 
Railroad. 

As told in the Post-Dispatch Aug. 
3, the proposed site is a part of 
Wood-Smith Farms and Hillcrest 
Country Club, near the confluence 
of the Mississippi and Meramec 
Rivers, owned by G. F. Wood- 
Smith and others. The County 
Court, at the request of Wood- 
Smith, has agreed to pave one mile 
of Fine road, leading to the site, 
when and if contracts for the plant 
are let. Cost of the road would be 
about $30,000, which, however, 
would soon be repaid the county in 
the form of taxes on the plant. 

It was learned by the Post-Dis- 
patch that the Ford representatives 
expressed themselves as well 
pleased with the site. The proposed 
plant, with daily output of 1500 
Ford cars and trucks, would be the 
largest assembly plant in the world 


except for the River Rouge plant 
at Detroit, it was said. 


Plans contemplate full use of 
navigation facilities and cars would 
be transported not only on the Mis- 
sissippi but also on the Ohio River.

60 miles wide. 
“We won't miss a single block of 
ice,” said Pilot Vodapianov. “I ex- 
pect to see everything within a ra- 
dius of 24 miles. If Levanevsky’s 
plane is there, we will see it.” 
Each plane will carry three radio 
sets, one an emergency with a 
hand-cranked dynamo, as well as 
rockets.

MORTIMER SEEKS 
TO CHANGE SET-UP 
Faction Demands Authority 
Be Distributed Among 
Martin and Four Vice- 
Presidents.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Aug. 24.— 
John L. Lewis, acting through one 
of his United Mine Workers’ lieu- 
tenants, attempted today to allay 
the factionalism which has split 
the United Automobile Workers of 
America convention. 

Ora Gassaway made the attempt 
at today’s ciuiien of the union’s 
convention. He addressed the del- 
egates at a time when supporters 
of Homer Martin, U A W presi- 
dent, were shouting defiance at a 
“unity” faction which would dis- 
tribute Martin’s power among the 
president and four equal ranking 
vice presidents. 

Appeal by Gassaway. 

“I plead with you,” Gassaway said, 
“before we get into a free-for-all 
fight among ourselves to let each 
and everyone of us have one thing 
in our heart, and that is the way 
to build a firm foundation upon 
which to set the U. A. W.” 

Gassaway said the Mine Workers 
did not desire to take part in any 
factionalism nor to impede the 
progress of organization. 

“Therefore,” he continued, “Lewis 
thought that I could be of some as- 
sistance to your organization and 
asked me to come before the con- 
vention. 

“You have nothing to fear in fol- 
lowing the good advice of John 
Lewis, who has what it takes to 
lead the working man out of chaos.” 

Urging the delegates to forget 
their differences, Gassaway said: 
“Representatives of General Motors 
Corporation are on hand here today 
to see how wide is the breach.” 

Mortimer Offers Compromise. 

Wyndham Mortimer, the _ vice 
president not on the Martin slate 
for re-election, said earlier in the 
day the “unity” group which he 
heads was willing to compromise 
with Martin’s “progressive” fac- 
tion. A source close to the presi- 
dent received this announcement 
with, “There will be no compro- 
mise.” 

The first test of strength between 
Martin and his first assistant over 
the seating of a group of Michigan 
delegates resulted, after heated de- 
bate, in resubmission of the cases 
to the Credentials Committee. 

The majority of the committee, 
which Martin controls, had recom- 
mended the denying of seats to 
eight Flint delegates and one from 
Detroit. The ‘unity” faction sup- 


mending(that the nine cases be re- 
submitted_for further hearing. 

Martin twice called for votes on 
substitution of the minority report. 
Insisting it looked like “about equal 
division,” he then suggested the 
majority agree to resubmission. 

“Inclusion Versus Exclusion.” 

Mortimer said earlier the fight 
concerned the question of democ- 
racy and the principle of “inclus- 
sion versus exclusion.” 

“The Martin faction is out to ex- 
clude the left wing elements,” he 
continued. “Our position is that as 
long as the employer hired the left 
wing element, we can do nothing 
else, but include it in the union.” 

Mortimer said his faction wanted 
the duties of the vice-presidents 
and their authorities defined and 
given “some definite category.” 

“Under the present setup,” he 
said, “the president tries to handle 
everything and it just can’t be 
done.” 

The breach was disclosed on the 
convention floor for the first time 
yesterday during a demonstration 
when Martin made his first con- 
vention platform appearance. Rival 
parades for the various faction 
leaders were held. 

Martin and George Addes, secre- 
tary-treasurer, were on the slates 
of both the “unity” and the “prog- 
ressive” groups. The “progressive” 
lineup, however, carries the names 
of Richard Frankensteen, R. J. 
Thomas and Walter Wells as vice- 
presidents, while the other faction 
has nominated Frankensteen, Mor- 
timer, Ed Hall and Thomas. 

Lewis Aid’s Previous Plea. 

Gassaway, international  repre- 
sentative of the United Mine Work- 
ers, told the convention yesterday: 

“There may be fist fights before 
we're through here, but let’s leave 
the convention hall with unity for 
U AW.” 

Several] delegates said Gassaway 
was here as a “trouble shooter” for 
Lewis*“C I O chairman, reported to 
be considering personal interven- 
tion should the controversy get out 
of hand. 

John Brophy of Washington, an 
executive director of the CIO, who 
came here, told reporters he was 
attending as an “interested observ- 
er’ and said “I may talk to the 
executive board on factionalism.” 

Martin, making his annual report

TOP-RUN 
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GREEN SEEKS FEDERAL 
BACKING FOR A. F. OF L. 


Tells Maritime Commission It 
Should Support His 
Sailors’ Union. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—Wil- 
liam Green, president of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, told the 
Maritime Commission today it 
should “frankly and courageously 
support” the International Sea- 
men’s Union in preference to labor 
groups which “advocate and prac- 
tice sit-down strikes.” 

A letter by Green, addressed to 
Commission Chairman Joseph P. 
Kennedy, was introduced at a com- 
mission hearing on wages and 
hours in ocean shipping. 

Green called attention to a re- 
cent statement by Kennedy that the 
Government could not permit labor 
factionalism and _ disloyalty “to 
jeopardize our position in interna- 
tional shipping.” 

Saying the A. F. of L. was in 
accord with this view, Green as- 
serted that the Maritime Commis- 
sion was, in a measure responsi- 
ble for the development of destruc- 
tive factionalism.” He said the 
commission “has assumed a neutral 
attitude and has refused to recog- 
nize that there is a vital and easily 
distinguishable difference between 
factions.” 

Green said the commission should 
distinguish between a faction “that 
has no regard for solemn agree- 
ments and the faction that honors 
agreements—between those who ad- 
vocate and practice sit-down strikes 
and the others who firmly oppose 
such methods of labor warfare in 
the maritime industry.” 

Green made no direct reference 
to the Committee of Industrial Or- 
ganization, or its maritime affili- 
ates, but said the shipping labor 
faction associated with the A. F. of 
I.—the International Seamen’s 
Union—“has had a long and en- 
viable record for strict observance 
of contracts.” 

After Green’s letter was entered 
in the record, Ira A. Campbell of 
New York, general counsel for the 
American Steamship Owners’ Asso- 
ciation, presented the views of ship- 
owners on wage, hour and working 
condition standards. 

Campbell said that continuous in- 
creases in operating costs of domes- 
tic shipping had steadily narrowed 
the margin between financial life 
and death. He said the industry 
“feels greatly concerned lest the 
commission, unwittingly, through 
~ the establishment of impossiblemin- 
imums, increases the danger which 
threatens the very existence of 
coastwise shipping.” 

Ralph Emerson, legislative 
spokesman of the National Mari- 
time Union, testified at the mari- 
time hearing yesterday, urging that 
working conditions for seamen be 
made comparable with those of 
shore workers. He said the Marine 
Inspection and Navigation Bureau 
shared jurisdiction with the mari- 
time commission over shipping la- 
bor, but that the bureau “is not 
efficient. We lay the blame direct- 
ly at the feet of Daniel Roper, the 
Secretary of Commerce, who has 
supervision over the bureau,” he 
added. 

Commissioner Thomas M. Wood- 
ward, presiding at the hearing, cut 
Emerson off, telling him such tes- 
timony was irrevelant. 


Maritime Union Calls Off Strikes 
on Five Steamers. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 24. — A sit- 
down strike of 85 seamen aboard 
the steamer Caracas and strikes on 
four other ships of the Red “D” line 
were called off early today by the 
National Maritime Union, C I O 
affiliate. 

The strike order was rescinded, 
the union announced, after the 
company agreed not to discharge 
members of the Caracas crew who 
began the sit-down Sunday when 
the steamer docked in Brooklyn 
with 138 passengers. 

The settlement, which will permit 
the Caracas to sail today, also re- 
leased the company’s liner Cara- 
bobo, tied up at San Juan, Puerto 
Rico. It halted strikes on the 
freighters Lara, Falcon and Ta- 
chira, now on trips to the West In- 
dies. 

Union spokesmen said the strikes 
were called when the company gave 
notice the crew would be _ dis- 
charged and replaced with seamen 
affiliated with the Internationa] 
Longshoremen’s Association, an A. 
F. of L. affiliate.

Council Orders Green to Find 
Out Whether Non-Partisan 
League Is C | O Agency. 


By the Associated Press. 

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J., Aug. 24. 
—Recent talk of a John L. Lewis 
labor party for the 1940 campaign 
led American Federation of Labor 
leaders today to extend their anti- 
Lewis fight to the political field. 

The Federation’s Executive Coun- 


cil ordered President William 
Green to find out whether Lewis 
had converted labor’s non-partisan 
league into the CIO political agen- 
cy, as reports from Washington said 
he intended to do. 

In a talk with newspaper men, 
Green plainly indicated he felt Lew- 
is had done just that. He further 
indicated that if his inquiry bore 
out his belief, the Federation would 
ask all loval members to get out 
ot the league. 

Expects Labor Candidate in 1940. 

Green said he was “inclined to 
believe” the stories that Lewis, 
Sidney Hillman and other CIO 
leaders intended to place a labor 
caagdidate in the 1940 presidential 
race. He recalled that for months 
he had said that CIO leaders had 
political ambitions. 

Daniel J. Tobin, president of the 
truck drivers’ union and chairman 
of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee’s labor division, on the other 
hand scoffed at the third party 
talk. 

John Lewis, he said, “has too 
much sense not to know what has 
happened to all third parties in our 
country for the past 40 years,” and 
“will not make the mistake of start- 
ing” one. 

Nevertheless, Tobin issued an 
800-word statement counseling la- 
bor to support the Democrats and 
stating that the organization of a 
labor party would be a great mis- 
take. 

Labor’s Non-Partisan League, 
which drew the council’s attention, 
was organized to “put labor on 
the record for Roosevelt” during 
the 1936 campaign. 

How League Was Formed. 

Lewis, Hillman and George L. 
Berry, president of the Interna- 
tional Printing Pressmen’s Union, 
were the organizers. They were 
motivated by the A. F. of L’s tradi- 
tional refusal to indorse either the 
Republican or Democratic nominee. 
Berry is now a Senator from Ten- 
nessee. 

The Federation’s political policy 
is to “support labor’s friends and 
defeat its enemies” by sending to 
all locals the candidates’ labor rec- 


ords.

DR. JEROME DAVIS ON ISSUE 
OF TEACHERS JOINING C 1 0 


Says They Should Stay Out If Not | 


Ready to Affiliate by Sub- 
stantial Majority. 

MADISON, Wis., Aug. 24. — The 
American Federation of Teachers 
plunged directly into the question 
of CIO affiliation at the start of 
its twenty-first annual convention 
yesterday. 

Dr. Jerome Davis of Yale Uni- 
versity, federation president, said: 
“I propose to this convention that 
if you are not ready to join the 
CIO by a substantial majority, 
that then we pass a constitutional 
amendment doing away with the 
provision that we must always be 
affiliated with the American Fed- 
eration of Labor and providing 
merely that we must be affiliated 
with organized labor.” 

Henry Ohl Jr., president of the 
Wisconsin State Federation of La- 
bor, urged rejection of resolutions 
for C I O affiliations. 

Davis disclosed in an address that 
Yale had partly rescinded its dis- 
missal action against him. 

“I owe an especial personal debt

He said Jewett 
was charged with “criticising the 
form of government and extolling 
alleged virtues of the government 
of Soviet Russia,” but that Jew- 
ett’s interest in the success of a 
lumber strike was the true reason 
for the discharge.

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McNinch’s Job Is to End Discord 
On Communications Commission, 
Hotbed of Dissension, Intrigue 


Chief Controversy Over Commissioner Payne’s 
Charges in Connection With Allotment 
of Valuable Radio Channels.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24—The 
existence of what has become 
known as “administration mess 
No. 1,” was tacitly acknowledged 
by President Roosevelt last week, 
when he “drafted” Chairman 
Frank R. McNinch, of the Federal 
Power Commission, to serve as 
temporary chairman of the Federal] 
Communications Commission. Mc- 
Ninch’s new assignment is to clean 
up the “mess,” and it is apparent 

he will have his hands full. 

The F C C was created in 1934 
to succeed the old Federal Radio 
Commission, and was given the 
additional duties of regulating and 
supervising the interstate opera- 
tions of telephone and telegraph 
systems. It consists of seven com- 
missioners, each receiving a salary 
of $10,000 a year. 

Almost from the date of its es- 
tablishment the commission has 
been a hotbed of dissension and 
intrigue, threatening at times to 
paralyze its vital functions. Some 
members ceased speaking to each 
other, even at formal meetings. 
Statements to the press have been 
released by individual commis- 
sioners, reflecting on the conduct 
of other commissioners and sub- 
ordinates. The practice of bearing 
tales to members of Congress has 
been common. 

Bitter Personal Feuds. 

In no other important adminis- 
trative body of the Government 
have personal feuds reached such 
depths of bitterness. In the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission, for 
example, such a condition is hardly 
conceivable. In the F C C, a 
seeming lack of settled rules of 
procedure has _ facilitated the 
strife, enabling members to “steal 
marches” on one another, and per- 
mitting subordinate functionaries 
to participate in the quarrels of 
their superiors. 

George H. Payne, appointed to 
the commission as a “New Deal 
Republican,” from New York, has 
been a storm center in many of 
the controversies. Bitterest of the 
feuds among commissioners was 
that of Payne and the late Anning 
S. Prall, who was chairman at the 
time of his death a few weeks ago. 
Payne also quarreled with Com- 
missioner E. O. Sykes, Mississippi 
Democrat. 

Payne, former newspaper man 
and former follower of Theodore 
Roosevelt, is a colorful, combative 
character, with a wide acquaintance 
among reporters and members of 
Congress, His knack for publicity, 
and his adroit management of con- 
troversies in which he has been 
embroiled, have gained him the 
dislike—and respect—of certain of 
his colleagues. 


The commission has three divi- 
sions, assigned respectively to radio 
broadcasting, telephone and tele- 
graph. It is an interesting fact 
that, while most of the backbiting 
and strife has resolved around radio 
matters, Payne is not a member 
of the broadcasting division. He 
is assigned to telegraph. The broad- 
casting division has consisted until 
recently of Sykes, Prall and Com- 
missioner Norman S. Case, all of 
whom resented what they regarded 
as Payne’s invasion of their special 
field. 

On the other hand, members of 
Congress opposed to the growth of 
monopoly have listened with open 
interest to Payne’s charges that, 
through the allotment of broad- 
casting channels by the commis- 
sion, “the last great public domain

Inside and outside the commis- 
sion, this allusion was accepted as 
a reflection on T. A. M. Craven, 
the chief engineer, on whose rec- 
ommendation certain valuable short 
wave allotments had been made. 
When President Roosevelt named 
McNinch to head the commission, 
succeeding Prall, he also appointed 
Craven to fill the vacancy caused 
by the retirement of Irvin Stewart. 
Payne’s critics interpret Craven's 
promotion as a direct rebuke to 
Payne. 

Vigorous Methods of McNinch. 

When President Hoover placed 
McNinch on the Power Commis- 
sion, a comparable state of dissen- 
sion and confusion existed there, 
and the North Carolina “Hoover- 
crat” used vigorous methods to re- 
store order. Although it is con- 
tended in some quarters that Mc- 
Ninch’s transfer to the F C C bodes 
ill for Payne, there is another side 
to that question. 

MecNinch’s reputation for inde- 
pendence would seem to justify a 
belief that he will carry out his 
“clean up” without fear or favor, 
and that, if Payne has evidence 
to support his various charges and 
intimations, they will receive a 
fair hearing. Thus far, he has 
shown a disconcerting ability to 
embarrass his antagonists when 
closely pressed. 

The commission has functioned 
in a mounting atmosphere of sus- 
picion, colored with many hints of 
scandal. In recent months the 
names of Democratic politicians 
and friends of the administration 
have frequently been named in con- 
nection with the acts of the com- 
mission. How clean McNinch’s 
broom will sweep is a question 
which*can be answered only by 
performance.

“new cash” will go to bolster the 
Treasury’s working balance, which 
now stands at approximately one 
billion dollars. 

The bills will be issued in antic- 
ipation of fourth-quarter tax re- 
ceipts Dec. 15. Including a $50,- 
000,000 issue sold yesterday, the 
three new offerings will bring to 
$500,000,000 the total of bills issued 
against December revenues. 

If the three September bill is 
sues are insufficient to meet the 
Treasury's cash needs, officials 
said, a new series of bills may be 
issued against first-quarter tax re- 
ceipts in March. 

Taylor was asked why the Treas- 
ury abandoned its usual policy of 
borrowing new cash on the Sept. 
15 quarter date to sell weekly bill 
issues. He replied only that this 
was considered “desirable.” 

The Treasury customarily makes 
a careful study of security market 
conditions before offering obliga- 
tions, and it was assumed the bill 
sales were deemed better fitted to 
existing conditions than @ note or 
bond issue.

After declaring itself favorable to 
the solution offered by Britain, the 
mandates commission both praised 
and criticised the British policy in 
Palestine. 

It stated that Britain had tried 
for 20 years to appease antagonis- 
tic feelings in Palestine. The com- 
mission asked the Jews, who “all 
too often and without justification 
show impatience at delay at the 
hesitation of the mandatory power, 
to ask themselves whether there is 
any other nation by which they 
had been so little persecuted.” 

Referring to the Arabs, the com- 
mission asked them to “remember 
the origin of their national eman- 
cipation.” “Without British efforts 
certainly there would have been no 
Jewish National ‘home,’ but also 
there would have been no independ- 
ent Arab State on the threshold of 
the Twentieth Century.” 

Lack of Firmness Criticised. 

The commission criticised the 
British lack of firmness and a 
“certain fluctuation in policy ... 
which tended to encourage belief 
(on the part of Arabs that vio- 
lence could stop Jewish immigra- 
| tion.” 

Withdrawal of the holy places

CLARK NOW FIGHTS 
REORGANIZATION PLAN 


Missouri Senator Says Presi- 
dent’s Proposals Are as Bad 
as Court Scheme.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 24.—Con- 
gressional opponents of President 
Roosevelt’s Government reorganiza- 
tion plan already are collecting new 
ammunition to use against the pro- 
posal which may furnish one of 
the major controversies of the next 
session. 

Senator Byrd (Dem.), Virginia, 
has begun a recess study of Federal 
agencies, to prepare a new cam- 
paign against the President’s ver- 
sion of what should be done to- 
ward regrouping Federal bureaus. 

The Virginia Senator, chairman 
of a special Senate committee on 
reorganization, charged that the 
President’s recommendations would 
concentrate too much power in the 
White House and would effect no 
real economies. 

“As Bad as Court Plan.” 


Senator Clark (Dem.), Missouri, 
joined him, asserting they were “as 
bad as the court plan” and ought 
to be rejected. 

Byrd’s committee has $15,000 left 
out of $35,000 expense allotments 
with which to make its studies. 

Administration forces in the Sen- 
ate have answered Byrd by con- 
tending that under the President's 
plan economies would follow im- 
proved efficiency as a matter of 
course, 

The President’s plan was drawn 
up by a special committee of ex- 
perts. A committee he named 
joined with the Byrd committee 
and a House committee in retain- 
ing the Brookings Institution to 
make a survey. 

Recommendations of the Brook- 
ings Institution and those of the 
President’s committee, however, 
were sharply at variance on major 
points. The House, passing a re- 
organization bill, trimmed some of 
the proposed presidential powers. 

The House bill, which got no ac- 
tion in the Senate, would give to 
the President authority for three 
years to rearrange Government de 
partments. Independent regulatory 
agencies and some minor depart- 
ments, however, would be exempt 
from the President’s power to abol- 
ish, transfer and consolidate bu- 
reaus. 

Abolishes Accounting Office. 

The general accounting office 
would be abolished. Its current 
power to check Government ex- 
penditures before they are made 
would be transferred to the Budget 
Bureau, and its other auditing du- 
ties would be given to a general 
auditing office, responsible to a 
joint congressional committee.

PLANES AID IN ATTACK * 
AT MIMIC WAR GAMES

With their engines droning like 
angry hornets, nine regular army 
attack planes swung over the Re~- 
publican River early today, turned 
and dived on an anti-aircraft bat~- 
tery manned by National Guard 
troops from Neosho, Mo. 

The planes, sun glinting on sile 
ver wings, were theoretically spray- 
ing the groundlings with machine 
gun bullets from six guns. Mean- 
while the well-trained gun crew 
was throwing dummy inch shells 
in their gun while supporting ma- 
chine gunners were returning the 
fire from the planes. The low- 
wing silver ships skimmed over 4 
nearby ridge at 180 miles an hour 
and their angry drone quickly died 
away. The youthful gunners of 
the anti-aircraft battery sought the 
shade of a nearby tree and ex- 
changed homely witticisms while 
awaiting the next visit of hostile 
aircraft. 

Infantry crept through waving 
Kansas grass, barely visible from a 
neighboring hill. In a command 
post in the yard of a hillside farm 
officers of the Red Provisional 
cavalry division studied maps, 
marking the latest positions of 
friend and foe as foreign military 
attaches looked on. An armored 
scout car wheeled into the head- 
quarters yard and Brigadier-Gen- 
eral Guy V. Henry, commander of 
the Red forces, stepped aboard 
with several of his staff and was 
driven rapidly across dusty roads 
and fields on reconnaissance. 

Observation Planes Overhead. 

A Blue field battery, in position 
in a ravine, covered an infantry 
advance. At the command of the 
battery commander the gun was 
Joaded with a blank charge, the 
gunner jerked the lanyard and the 
piece responded with a business- 
like “boom.” Observation planes 
idled overhead and occasionally 
swooped to pick up a message 
strung ~ between poles on the 
ground.

After 
all, these fundamentals are relatively sim- 
ple and may be comprehended by anyone 
of average intelligence without previous 
study of the science of economics.

GOOD CAUSE, BAD PRECEDENT. 

The appropriation of $21,629,000 by Congress for 
grants to the states for vocational education more 
than doubles the amount provided for each of the 
last three years. It also comes just 20 years after 
Congress made its first appropriation for this purpose 
—with the passage of the Smith-Hughes Act of 1917. 

There are few who will argue against the value of 
vyocational education for great numbers of youths 
and adults. Its benefits have been amply demon- 
strated, particularly during the depression, when en- 
forced idleness due to unemployment made it possible 
for many persons to improve their equipment and 
so, eventually, to better their lot in life. 

But the fact remains that the Smith-Hughes Act, 
laudable though it was in purpose, was one of the 
entering wedges which opened the way for the lavish 
spending for the states which characterizes Wash- 
ington finance today. The states were required to 
match Federa) funds dollar for dollar, and while this 
drew out state appropriations which otherwise would 
not have been made, it served at the same time to 
lead congressiona] sponsors of the movement to work 
for greater and greater grants from Washington. 

Twenty years ago this last winter and spring, the 
Legislatures were busy enacting laws which would 
enable the states to qualify for Federal payments. 
This did not attract as much attention as the recent 
scramble at the state capitals to enact old-age as- 
sistance and unemployment insurance laws which the 
Federal Social Security Board would approve. In 
principle, there was no difference. 

This year, $7,146,000 was appropriated by Congress 
under the continuing Smith-Hughes Act and must be 
matched dollar for dollar. The remainder of more 
than $14,000,000, voted in a bill sponsored by Senator 
George and Representative Deen, Georgia Democrats, 
made one Federal dollar available for every 50 cents 
put up by the states. A good cause, yes, but one 
which helped establish the precedents for the orgy 
of spending and grants to the states which we are 
going through today. 
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OUT WITH THE SLOT MACHINES. 

“The slot-machine and other gambling rackets in 
this State must be broken,” say Gov. Stark and At- 
torney-General McKittrick in their letter to 37 Prose- 
cuting Attorneys, ordering immediate clean-ups in 
their counties. Thus is launched a campaign to rid 
Missouri of the “one-armed bandits,” and the public 
will hope to see it pushed to a finish in every county 
where this racket has showed its head. 

It takes three persons to operate a slot machine: 
the victim, who furnishes the profits; the operator, 
who enriches himself, and the law-enforcement offi- 
cer, who turns his back, perhaps in return for a 
slice of the take, and permits the racket to operate. 
That the State officials mean business against both 
the operators and their protectors is indicated by the 
ouster suit against Prosecutor Wymore of Cole 
‘County, filed in the State Supreme Court today, 
charging that he “willfully and corruptly” failed to 
take action against violators in his district. 

The State Highway Patrol’s survey is still in prog- 
ress, and the drive doubtless will be extended to 
other counties. The findings already reported are 
enough to show the sweeping extent of the graft. 
Cole County, for instance, had 275 machines operat- 
ing when the patrol made its inspection, and many 
of them were within a block or two of the Capitol. 

The machines have a way of disappearing when the 
heat is on, to return when vigilance relaxes. This 
means that the present effort must not be a sporadic 
clean-up, but the beginning of a permanent policy to 
keep the mechanical bandits out. 
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HORROR UNCHECKED. 

The horror at Shanghai grows more and more in- 

tense. The battle between soldiers of the two warring 
nations is ghastly enough, but heaped on this is the 
slaughter of civilians by careless or unheeding marks- 
manship. The air raid of nine days ago, taking a 
toll of uncounted hundreds, has been followed by 
the catastrophic shelling of the International Settle- 
ment’s busy shopping center, resulting in 400 deaths 
and injury to 1000 or more persons. 
The battle is marked no less by horror than by 
futility. The Chinese, of course, must defend their 
city. But the Japanese cannot expect to conquer it 
permanently, and if they did, they would fall heir to 
only a mass of ruins, wreckage and corpses. 

In days of greater international stability, the Pow- 
ers would be bringing pressure on both sides to stop 
the massacre. They could still halt the senseless | 
war if they summoned all their energies into doing 
so. But some of the great nations have understand- 
ings with Japan; others have come to accept rapine 
and conquest as commonplace, even as justifiable; 
still others, through lethargy, prefer to let the strug- 
gle run its course. No serious attempt has yet been 
made to intervene, and probably such an effort, un- | 
less far more earnest than any joint action seen in 
recent years, would be futile if it were made.

velt. Once that pearl of great price is lost, the Dem- 
ocratic party, he warned, will again be out in the 
swirling snow, a forlorn and shuffling vagabond. 

As a prophet, Mr. Wallace may be dead right.

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SHORTSIGHTED TAX DELINQUENTS. 

It seems almost unbelievable that St. Louis tax 
delinquents have such poor heads for business that, 
despite the most favorable terms imaginable for 
cleaning the slate, less than 25 per cent of the 
amount past due has been paid. 

Total delinquencies as of March 1 were $15,356,- 
983. From June 10 to June 30, when all penalties 
were waived, $3,208,505 came in. For July and Au- 
gust, when 75 per cent of the penalties was canceled, 
only $330,984 had been paid up to last Wednesday 
night. The persons who owe the amount remaining, 
more than $11,000,000, have only seven business days 
left to take advantage of the 75 per cent offer. 

These shortsighted delinquents will sorely regret 
their neglect if they fail to pay before Sept. 1. Even 
if they have to borrow money to settle the indebted- 
ness, the resultant saving will be worthwhile. And 
there still remains the threat of the four nuisance 
taxes, now being held up while awaiting the outcome 
of tax collections. The dilatory tax debtors are not 
only burdening themselves needlessly, but may bur- 
den the whole community as well. On any count, 
their delay is bad business.

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SACCO AND VANZETTI AFTER 10 YEARS. 

The tenth anniversary of the execution of Sacco 
and Vanzetti is causing officialdom in Massachusetts 
and Boston no end of annoyance. First, there was 
the embarrassing W P A guidebook of Massachusetts, 
which allotted the Sacco-Vanzetti case 41 lines, as 
against only nine lines for the Boston Tea Party. 
This brought protests from Gov. Hurley, who said 
that all copies of the book should be destroyed forth- 
with. As if that weren’t enough, a committee of de- 
fenders of the executed Italian immigrants now offers 
to memorialize them on Boston Common with a 
bronze bas-relief by the noted sculptor, Gutzon Borg- 
lum. Gov. Hurley describes the offer as “patently 
absurd,” while Mayor Mansfield of Boston says that 
if he has any influence in the matter, the memorial 
“has no possible chance of acceptance.” 

Apparently, Gov. Hurley and Mayor Mansfield have 
not got dround to looking up Sacco and Vanzetti 
in the monumental new reference work, the Diction- 
ary of America Biography, sponsored by the Ameri- 
can Council of Learned Societies, and in every good 
library in Boston. Volume 16, published two years 
ago, contains a two-page article on them at the ap- 
pointed place in the alphabet—between Sacagawea, 
interpreter for the Lewis and Clark expedition, and 
Julius Sachs, classicist and educator. We quote from 


this disinterested and scholarly estimation: 


Washington, a work of art which could be defended 
only by our three-fisted Benton. 


. . . These motions (alleging prejudice in the 
trial) were all denied and the Supreme Court of 
Massachusetts, whose power of review is limited 
to questions of law, refused to intervene. Mean- 
while, the spontaneous confession in 1925 of a 
condemned criminal named Madeiros exonerating 
the defendants had led to the discovery (1926) 
of much corroborative detail pointing to the the- 
ory that the murder was the work of a gang of 
professional bandits from Providence, R. I. 

Sacco and Vanzetti were now defended by a 
prominent and conservative Boston lawyer, Wil- 
liam G. Thompson, whose courageous, powerful 
and disinterested presentation of their case 
aroused doubts of their guilt in many minds. 
Meetings of protest took place all over the world 
and such famous names as Masaryk, Einstein, 
Anatole France and Romain Rolland were asso- 
ciated with petitions for the men’s release. 

In Massachusetts, however, opinion remained 
predominantly hostile. To the native New En- 
gland element, Sacco and Vanzetti were aliens 
and agitators; to the Catholics, they were rene- 
gades in religion. Both elements were united to 
resent outside intervention with local institu- 
tions, and to citizens, the vindication of those in- 
stitutions appeared of greater importance than 
the guilt or innocence of the accused.

State is ninth to adopt more humane form of execution; construction of new $5000 
death chamber to begin soon at Jefferson City, but lapse of more than a year is 
likely before it is used; cylindrical cell will have two sets of windows, one for 
prison officials, another for invited witnesses; plan introduced by Nevada in 1922.

SE of lethal gas for legal executions, 

which soon Will replace the traditional 

hangman’s noose in Missouri, is the most 
modern development in capital punishment 
among the 41 states in the Union which pro- 
vide the death penalty for murder and other 
serious crimes, 

Introduced first in Nevada in 1922, the gas 
chamber was designed to eliminate many of 
the gruesome features associated with other 
methods of execution. It was slow to spread, 
but after it had been tested and found sat- 
isfactory in Nevada, other states adopted 
the method until eight, in addition to Mis- 
souri, carry out death sentences with lethal 


gas. 

Installation of the chamber will be start- 
ed at the State prison in Jefferson City soon. 
An appropriation of $5000 was approved by 
the recent Legislature for the chamber. 

Missouri’s new death chamber will be cy- 
lindrical in shapd¢, placed inside a small 
structure to be erected in the lower yard of 
the prison, away from the other cell build- 
ings. Inside the building will be two death 
cells, in addition to the gas chamber. The 
chamber will be modeled after a recent in- 
stallation in the Wyoming State Prison at 
Rawlins. The cylindrical shape is consid- 
ered more efficient than the earlier square 
chambers, because gas or air pockets do not 
form so readily in the round chambers. 

Inside the cylindrical chamber will be two 
steel chairs of a lattice-type construction, to 
permit quick circulation of the gas, Glass 
observation panels will be placed in the 
walls of the cylinder. 

. oa . 

Plans for construction of the chamber 
provide for two rooms for spectators. One 
room, into which the door of the gas cham- 
ber will open, will be for prison officials 
and attendants. The other will be available 
for invited witnesses, who will view the ex- 
ecution through large plate-glass windows. 

Equipment for operation of the chamber 
will be installed in the officials’ room. After 
the condemned person is seated in the chair, 
a small pellet will be injected through a tube 
which ends in a container under the chair. 
When this pellet strikes the liquid in the 
container, lethal gas is formed instantly. One 
whiff of the gas makes the condemned per- 
son unconscious, and death follows quickly. 

To make it impossible for any lurking gas 
fumes to cause the death of attendants, the 
two officials designated to remove the body 
from the chamber will wear gas masks. 
Physicians will examine the corpse after 
removal from the chamber. 

Witnesses at lethal gas chambers in op- 
eration in other states report that frequently 
condemned persons attempt to hold their 
breath after being placed in the chamber. 
Little delay is caused, as it is pointed out 
that when a person is made unconscious by 
refusing to breathe, natural respiration 
starts at the instant of unconsciousness. 

Hanging has been the official method of 
execution in Missouri since the first capital 
punishment statute was passed by the State 
Legislature. The Sheriff of the county in 
which the prisoner was sentenced to die 
was the executioner, Until the latter years 
of the last century, all hangings in Missouri 
were public, attracting great crowds. Ex- 
eursion trains were organized to attend the 
executions of the more notorious criminals, 


causing so much criticism that the Legisla- 
ture provided for private executions with 
attendance limited to chosen witnesses and 
guests to be invited by the Sheriff. 

In recent years, this system was abused. 
The State was treated to spectacles such as 
occurred several months ago in Southeast 
Missouri, when several thousand persons 
gathered for a hanging. Sheriffs issued hun- 
dreds of invitations. This was true particu- 
larly in rura) sections, where executions 
were rare. In Jackson County and St. Louis, 
with adequate facilities, these spectacles did 
not occur. 

This situation, combined with economy to 
result from central execution, as well as hu- 
mane considerations, brought about passage 
of the lethal gas bill by the last Legislature, 
sponsored by Senator Paul C. Jones. 
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It probably will be a year at least before 
the State will use the new method of carry- 
ing out death sentences. The law providing 
for lethal gas does not become effective 
until Sept. 6, and all persons sentenced to 
death before that date will be hanged. It 
is estimated that at least a year will elapse 
before any defendant is tried and his case 
moves through the Supreme Court on appeal 
for execution in the lethal gas chamber. 

North Carolina is the only state east of 
the Mississippi River which has adopted the 
gas method of execution. The Western 
states using gas chambers include Nevada, 
Arizona, Colorado, Montana, Oregon and 
California. Methods used in other states 
are electrocution, hanging and shooting. 

The American Prison Association, New 
York City, reported the cost of installation 
of equipment for electrocution was about 
$10,000. In Colorado, the gas chamber was 
installed for $2500 and in North Carolina for 
$2800. 

“In my opinion, the gas method of execu- 
tion is far better than any other known to 
us at this time,” said William L. Lewis, War- 
den of the Nevada State Penitentiary at 
Carson City, in a report to Senator Jones 
last spring. 

“Once provided with the necessary cham- 
ber, expenses for operation are at an end. 
Too, there are none of the gruesome fea- 
tures attending gas executions that are usu- 
ally associated with other forms. It is quick, 
clean and not repulsive. Nor does it require 
special skill.” 

Warden Lewis said eight condemned men 
have been executed in the Nevada gas 
chamber. 

The constitutionality of the lethal gas 
method of execution was tested in Nevada, 
where it was upheld by the Supreme Court. 
Critics have pressed the point that the ef- 
forts of a condemned man to keep from 
breathing the deadly fumes constitute tor- 
ture as cruel as any found in other forms 
of execution.

But the converse of oligarchic 
rule is not rule by an unchecked 
majority, for there can be an olig- 
archy of the majority as well as 
of the minority. The converse of 
minority rule is the restoration in 
this country of genuine popular 
constitutional government, of gov- 
ernment by law, to which not only 
minorities, but majorities and 
bureaucracies, Congresses and the 
Government itself, must give obedi- 
ence. The converse of one kind of 
class control is not another kind 
of class control. 

It is extremely significant that 
the President sets up a British his- 
torian, Lord Macaqulay, as the tar- 
get at which to aim his darts. He 
represents Lord Macaulay as a Brit- 
ish Tory, advocating class rule. 
This is in itself an historical per- 
version. Lord Macaulay was not a 
Tory, but a leader of the Whigs, 
the great liberal British party of 
the eighteenth and nineteenth cen- 
turies. He was not a feudal baron 
but the son of a poor civil serv- 
ant, ennobled late in life for his 
literary eminence. 

He nde his first public speech in 
favor of the abolition of slavery. 
He made his first speech in the 
House of Commons in favor of the 
removal of Jewish disabilities. He 
was so strong an abolitionist that 
he resigned his office rather than 
vote for modified slavery. 

He was the great vindicator of 
the liberty of the press, and main- 
tained the equality of Europeans 
and natives before the law. He be- 
lieved, as Mr. Roosevelt professes 
to do, in private property as a basis 
of individual liberty. And he also 
believed that unchecked majority 
rule would lead to the expropria- 
tion of all private property by fiat.

But the interesting question to 
ask is why the President quotes 
Lord Macaulay as the historic op- 
ponent of unchecked majority rule. 
Why did he turn to an English- 
man? Why did he not quote John 
Jay, or James Madison, or even 
Thomas Jefferson himself? One can 
only surmise that he did not do 
so because it is more popular to at- 
tack a dead Englishman, who can 
be represented as a feudal lord, 
than to attack the men who fur- 
nished the basic ideas of American 
democracy. 

None of these men believed in 
the President’s philosophy of gov- 
ernment. It is interesting that 
while he quotes Macaulay verbally 
against Jefferson, he does not quote 
Jefferson in answer—because Jef- 
ferson, though he could have an- 
swered and did, did not give the 
same answer as President Roose- 
velt.

Actually, the British Government 
has moved a long way since the 
days of Lord Macaulay. Today, 
Great Britain is a semi-Socialist 
state. Nearly every form of social 
legislation which the New Deal 
has sponsored is an old story by 
now in Great Britain. Unemploy- 
ment, old-age and health insurance; 
high inheritance taxes; publicly 
subsidized housing; Government 
regulation of economic transac- 
tions; a considerable control over 
agriculture—these are all parts of 
the British social system. 

But far from bringing these about 
by unchecked majorities, the Brit- 
ish have leaned over backward to 
cherish and protect the minority op- 
position, so that we have seen in 
the last months a Conservative Gov- 
ernment vote a salary to the leader 
of the Labor opposition, on the 
thesis that a minority opposition is 
an essential of free popular gov- 
ernment, and we have seen bill 
after bill dropped by the ruling 
majority because public opinion 
showed that it lacked confidence. 

The President’s attempt to pre- 
sent his philosophy as being in har- 
mony with the American tradition 
could be made only to a politically 
illiterate generation, which does not 
know the fundamentals of the 
American theory of government. I 
do not know what our students are 
taught today in our schools, but 
certainly they are not versed in 
“The Federalist.” 

They are educated to a kind of 
neo-Marxism which interprets the 
whole of American history as a 
struggle between the “haves”, and 
“have-nots.” Actually, the still dis- 
tant goal of American political 
philosophy has been to prevent 
either the “haves” from expropriat- 
ing the “have-nots” or the “have- 
nots” from expropriating the 
“haves,” and to find a form of 
government in which the economic 
interests of all should be preserved, 
subject ofily under law to the wel- 
fare of all. 

That struggle is certainly not re- 
solved, and if we are to avoid revo- 
lution, the conservatives of this 
country must open their ears and 
eyes and abandon the idea, once 
for all, that government exists to 
defend vested interests.

And a scene of a 
grand dame’s maid tugging to get 
her laced for the evening was enor- 
mous sport. 


Add to that a variety of dance 
numbers in frocks the like of 
which are packed away in trunks 
all over town and you have the 
nostalgic charm of the show with 
which the opera is closing its nine- 
teenth season. It is the kind of a 
show which overshadows its prin- 
cipals, except, in this case, one 
newcomer. 


That is Violet Carlson, comedi- 
enne of Broadway and London, who 
portrays for the greater part of 
the evening a tiny, strutting slavey 
of the times of 1902. As such, she 
has only to laugh in her childish- 
ly gleeful way or stand necktie- 
high to Guy Robertson to have the 
customers devoted to her. When 
she comes to her particular act, 
the burlesque of a coloratura prima 
donna, and makes merry hash of 
“Ah fors e lui” from “Traviata,” 
She has them applauding on into 
the next change of scene. 

All principals are more than 
adequate—Robertson and Marga- 
ret Daum as the romancers, George 
Meader as Miss Carlson's partner, 
Annamary Dickey, Vicki Cummings 
and Elizabeth Houston, the latter 
two newcomers, as school girls, Jo- 
seph Macaulay as foxy grandpa, 
Ruth Urban, Wilbur Evans, John 
Ehrle and so on through the cast. 
Helen Raymond created much of 
an impression as the head mistress 
of a girls’ school in Switzerland, 
but I fancy the cheers that greeted 
her entrance were as much for her 
superb carriage in a flowing gown 
of 1902 as for her established ex- 
cellence as a performer. Miss Ray- 
mond remembers when they wore 
those things. 

The night in the park is filled 
with music, a Robert Stolz score, 
with all the composer's flair for 
rhythm and appealing melody. No 
number seems to have quite the 
swing of his “Two Hearts in Three- 
quarter Time” or “I Ask Not Who 
You Are.” from “Beloved Rogue,” 
but “A Girl Has Got My Heart” isa 
very good tune and lends itself to 
some fine male-chorusing. Miss 
Carlson’s comedy number, “When. I 
Love, I Do Love,” bears repeating 
and Robertson and Miss Daum 
team together well on “You, Just 
You.” 

For most of three hours, Conduc- 
tor George Hirst and his orchestra 
keep bringing forth one light-heart- 
ed selection after another. The only 
strange interpolation is that of To 
selli’s “Serenade,” to which Harris, 
Claire and Shannon dance in the 
first act. Their routine is a gor- 
geously graceful one but modern 
dress and the familiar tune are not 
quite in keeping with the produc- 
tion, which has to stand aside and 
watch for the while. 

The story of “Wild Violets” has 
nothing to do with violets, although 
the wildness of an earlier day is 
part of the theme. In Switzerland, 
in 1936, a stern father, Guy Rob- 
ertson, is opposing his son’s mar- 
riage to the daughter of an inn- 
keeper. From the inkeeper, the 
young lovers hear a story of Guy’s 
escapades in his own day. The brief 
prologue gives way to the pranks 
of three decades ago, a succession 
of scenes on the opera’s revolving 
stage, and finally a solution for the 
new generation. 

All very harmless, all very quaint, 
all very charming—that’s “Wild 
Violets.” It blossomed in Europe 
as an intimate type of show and 
probably hasn’t as much for the 
folks away up the hill as “Babes in 
Toyland,” but 
clincher for what appears to be a 
successful season.

FILES FOR INCORPORATION 


Object Is to Encourage Drama in 
St. Louis by Guaranteeing 
Attendance. 

Application for a pro forma de- 
cree of incorporation was filed in 
Circuit Court yesterday by the 
Playgoers of St. Louis, an organ- 
ization formed recently to encour- 
age the presentation of the season's 
outstanding legitimate theatrical 
productions in St. Louis.

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that hold-up plays (i. e., defer- 

ring the winning of a trick) 
apply only to no trump contracts. 
The reason for this feeling is be- 
yond me; it must be rooted deep 
subconscious. Certainly, 
there is no sound basis for the 
notion that holdups cannot be 
used just as effectively at suit con- 
tracts. The entire crux of a hand, 
whether at no trump or a suit, may 
be the refusal to part with an ace 
until the proper time. The fate of 
South’s contract in the hand shown 
below depended on his play to the

West’s final double was none too 
good; with a spade bid over him 
virtually nullifying the value of his 
king, he could not be at all sure 
of defeating five clubs. As it hap- 
pened, however, due to the inept- 
ness of the declarer’s play, the 
double turned out well, since it dis- 
suaded East from the five heart 
bid he might well have made. 

The diamond king was opened 
and South, apparently without 
thought, pounced on it with his 
ace. A high club lead was taken 
by East, who returned his remain- 
ing diamond. Since East had 
“high-lowed” on the diamond plays, 
West had no difficulty in reading 
him for a doubleton and thus plac- 
ing South with the remaining dia- 
mond. Therefore, instead of try- 
ing to cash the ace of hearts, West 
made the much safer play of cash- 
ing a diamond trick, then laid down 
the heart ace. Declarer ruffed, drew 
the outstanding trumps and finessed 
spades successfully, returning to his 
hand by ruffing the second heart 
to repeat the spade finesse. 

The defenders were quite content 
with the three tricks they had 
taken for the contract’s defeat and, 
indeed, they should have been 
highly gratified. Declarer had 


- tossed a beautiful opportunity out 


of the window by his failure to ap- 
ply a simple safety measure. West’s 
repeated diamond bid made it 
likely that’ he held six diamonds, 
in which case East would have 
only two. There was a distinct 
chance that the club ace was held, 
not by the doubler, but by East. 
If that were so, it was vital to 
leave East with no diamond com- 
munication card to the West hand. 
The hold-up of the diamond ace for 
one round would have done the 
trick. Winning the diamond con- 
tinuation, South should lead the 
club king. East would win, but, 
having no diamond left, would, of 
course, return a heart. This de- 
clarer would ruff and, after draw- 
ing the outstanding trumps, would 
finesse against the spade king. Re- 
turning to his hand with a heart 
ruff, a second spade finesse would 
bring in the entire spade suit.

In Parsonage 


Clergyman Notified Ahead 
of Time — Bride and 
Groom Arrive Together. 


By Emily Post 
Dear Mrs. Post: 5 
UST what preparations must bé 
made when the wedding is tak- 
ing place at the parsonage, and 
at such a wedding may the bride 
wear bride’s clothes? Do the bride 
and groom go separately to the 
house ? 


Answer: The clergyman should 
be notified ahead of time regard- 
ing the hour set. The bride and 
bridegroom go together and are 
met at the parsonage by the mem- 
bers of their families and the two 
or three friends invited. When they 
are all assembled the bridegroom 
tells the clergyman they are ready. 
The clergyman takes his place. The 
bride and bridegroom stand before 
him and the service is read. After- 
wards those present congratulate 
them and that is all Of course 
they may all go to the house of 
the bride or of a witness, or to a 
restaurant, and have lunch or tea 
or dinner together. At such a mar- 
riage the bride rarely wears a 
white wedding dress and veil, but 
it is entirely proper for her to do 
so if she chooses—especially if they 
are going to the home of a friend 
for a wedding dinner afterwards. 
If the marriage is performed by a 
magistrate, however, a white wed- 
— dress and veil is out of keep- 
ng. 


Dear’ Mrs. Post: My daughter is 
having a small wedding at home, 
and while arrangements are of the 
simplest kind, we do not want to 
go to the extreme in our informal- 
ity on such an important day... I 
don’t know whether I am supposed 
to greet the arriving guests or stay 
out of sight until it is time for the 
wedding to start, and if I’m not at 
the door to greet people, who is?, 
And who tells guests where to 
stand, or are they supposed to be 
provided with chairs: And is it 
simply a case of letting those who 
come first have the best places? | 


Answer: It is proper, in fact ex- 
pected, that you stand at the door 
and receive, and therefore, since 
you probably want to see your 
daughter dressed in her wedding 
veil, she should try to be ready at 
least 15 minutes ahead of time so 
as to enable you to receive your 
visitors. At a small house wedding, 
guest do notj arrive long before- 
hand as they do in church, so that 
145 minutes before the hour set 
would be early enough for you to 
take your place at the door, or to 
greet the few who may have already 
arrived. The ushers (two will be 
enough) should be on duty half 
an hour before the wedding. Rib- 
bons should be stretched across the 
altar end of the room to keep a 
space free for the bride’s immedi« 
ate family, and also for the immed- 
iate family of the groom. The’ oth- 
er guests stand wherever they, 
choose back of the family. If the 
wedding is really a big one, an 
aisle should also be made of rib- 
bons, and the guests shown to 
places within the space on either 
side of the aisle, and behind the 
ribbons marking off the space for 
the families. At a very small wed- 
ding the guests stand wherever they 
choose and the ushers make an 
aisle by asking every one to stand 
back, just before the bride appears,
